Dear Sir: 

Applicant's attorney of record has received a Notice of Informal Application for 
the above-referenced application. The notice indicates that an Abstract is missing from 
the filing papers of the application, and that the application will be considered informal 
until an Abstract is provided. Applicant respectfully states that under 37 C.F.R. 1.51 (b) 
an abstract is not required for a complete application and requests that the status of this 
application be corrected from informal to formal. Applicant believes the Notice was 
issued in error and requests that it be formally corrected. The details follow. 

DISCUSSION 

On April 24, 2000, Applicant's attorney filed the above-referenced application 
under 37 C.F.R. §1.10. On August 22, 2000, Applicant's attorney filed a signed 



Declaration and Power of Attorney, and a check in the amount of $820.00 in response 
to the Notice to File Missing Parts. Applicant also filed a Preliminary Amendment and a 
Request for a Corrected Filing Receipt. 

On 4 October 2000, the Office issued a Notice of Informal Application indicating 
that an abstract was missing from the application. The notice stated that the period to 
correct the informalities was set forth in an accompanying action. Applicant respectfully 
states that no accompanying action was attached. 

On 26 October 2000, Applicant's attorney called Group 2700 and was directed to 
the Supervising Examiner, Dan Hunter. Because of a message on Mr. Hunter's 
machine stating he would be out several weeks, Applicant's attorney called Reinhard 
Eisenzopf. The Examiner stated that the PALM system at PTO states that as of 3 
October 2000 the application was complete. Mr. Eisenzopf stated that if an abstract is 
the only item missing from the application, the Examiner should ask for it in the first 
Office Action. Mr. Eisenzopf told Applicant's attorney that the PALM system at the PTO 
indicates the current status of the file at the PTO, and the PALM system indicates that 
this application is complete. 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1 .51(b) Applicant believes that an Abstract is not required 
for a complete application. Applicant respectfully requests that formal correction of the 
Notice of Informal Application be made.
